GERMAN BOMBS are causing less damage to 
buildings and less loss of life than was expected. 
This is disclosed in a Home ‘Office leaflet on emer- 


“There have been many cases 
of light, 50-kilogram (about 22ib) 
bombs detonating on the corru- 
gated roofing of single-storey 
factory buildings with little da- 
mage other than to the roof cover- 
ing, and with very slight casual- 
ties. Similar bombs detonating 
on the floor of the shop remove 
the roof dovering over a wide area 
but do surprisingly little damage 
{to machines. 

“One case of a heavy bomb. 
250kg (110lb), exploding on the» 
floor caused only local damage to 
machines and personnel. 

“There is very little danger of 
serious structural damage from a 
near miss. Very heavy bombs 
500kg (220Ib), falling within 33ft 
of a workshop with corrugated 
| iron walls did no more than strip 
the sheeting from the steelwork. 

“There is evidence that in the 
case of multi-storey buildings in 
! which all the loads are carried by 
steel or reinforced concrete frames 
the damage caused by even a 
direct hit will be local. It will be 
confined in. most cases to the 
floor and bay which is hit... 

The leaflet urges that water, 
electricity and gas services should. 
be duplicated so that one bemb 
will not cause complete stoppage 
of work, Suggestions for all pro- 
tective work are made.

Occasionally unidentified ‘planes 
fly over Dublin at a great height in 
the nights. They are believed to 
be German, though [I heard no 
challenging gun-fire. 


Constant Vigilance | 


Doubtless the vigilance of the 
authorities to prevent subversive 
activity ig constant. During my 
stay an employee in-a lightship off 
the eastern coast was sent to pri- 
son for possessing wireless trans- 
niutters and arms. 

Five hundred members of the 
I. R. A. are interned and 100 others 
have been sent to prison for pos- 
sessing arms. Those still at liberty 
are believed to be numerieally in- 
significant, but from. time to time 
the newspapers publish news. of 
‘further arrests and sentences.

The broadcast speech of 
Joseph P. Kennedy like 
‘his resignation from the 
appointment of United 
States Ambassador to the 
Court of St. James's raises 
two questions of great in- 
terest. One is whether he 
intends to help or hinder 
the effort to send increas- 
ed aid to Britain. For 
many months there have 
been indications that the 
‘Ambassador was out of 
sympathy with much of 
President Roosevelt's pol- 
icy-of helping Britain. 


Since returning to the 
United States in October, 
he has been quoted in! 
statements about Britain 
which left little likelihood 
that he would be going 
back to London. There 
undoubtedly the appoint- 
ment of an envoy whose 
background and opinions 
were more like the Pre- 
sident’s would be wel- 
come. From the English 
side, either John G. Win- 
ant or William C. Bullitt, 
the two most prominently 
mentioned as successors, 
would promote better re- 
. lations and to that extent 
facilitate the aid-to-Brit- 
ajn programme. 


Mr. Kennedy’s  state- 


ment that he resigned to 
“help the President to 
keep the United States’ 
out of war” carried the. 
implication that he could, 
help more if not, acting as: 
the President's: represen- 
tative in - London. Does 
that mean that he-expects, 
‘to. oppose the President’s 
developing policy of aid to 
‘Britain? His. speech on! 
Saturday revealed some’ 
modification of his ori- 
ginal stand, perhaps the: 
result of the influence of) 
‘elose contact with the 
great weight of American 
opinion. But he is still in 
that curious half-way 
house which is reluctant 
to send material overseas 
if, it is, possibly, too late!

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It may seem remartcable that 
Hitler, who prepared Germany 
for war with such intense fort- 
omitted to build an adequate Navy, 
and thus failed to profit by the 
major lesson afforded by tha 
Great War, It should: have been 
apparent to him, and his advisers, 
that the real cause of the collapse 
of the Central Powers in 1918 
was the stringent blockade of 
Germany by the allied fleets; yet, 
in 1939, he let himself in for a 
war of titanic magnitude with 4 
novy absurdly smaller than the 
one which fad proved imadequate 
ty save German defeat da the 
Great War, 


The reasons for this are how- 
ever not difficult to detect H we 
beor in mind the tact that the 
Germans, broadly ‘peaking, are 
nol oa seafaring race, German 
ideals and war policy are found- 
cd on the worst of the characteris- 
tics of Frederick the Great, all of 
whose campaigns were en- 
tirely land campaigns, Command 
ot the sea and sea-fighting never 
aftected him or his armies in the 
slightest degree. His military ef- 
torts were largely concentrated on 
robbing and humbling Austria: 
His seizure of Silesia led to the 
Seven Years War in which he 
fought no less than twenty threc 
considerable land battles, while 
the dnly sea fighting that took 
place was between England and 
France, of which even a_ faint 
echo hardly reached the armies 
fighting in mid-Europe. This ab- 
pence of naval activity applies

Recent German tactics 
in raids on Britain have

Already ‘planes are flying near 
their “‘eeiling" on operations 
which for most modern fighting 
‘planes is from 30,000ft to 35.000rt. 
und it is likely that what may be 
called the physiological ceiling of 
crews is around 40,000It with pre- 
sent oxygen equipment.

The food eaten in Greece is 
partly governed by refigion, as 
the number of days on which no 
meat, eggs, and oinitk are eaten 
total 200 per annum. In seme 
districts the peasants eat meat 
only once or twice a week; in 
others, only a few times a year. 
On feast days it is the custom to 
roast a whole lamb on the spit. 


Of the meat eaten, mutton and 
_veal have precedence, then comes 
chicken, Pork is eaten only dur’ 
ing the winter months. Beef is 
whardly ever eaten by the Greeks, 
as they do not dream of killing 
an animal as useful as the ox, 
Oxen are killed only when they 
are too old for agricultural pur- 
poses, and by that) time they are 
very lean and tough, 


Pilaffs 


Greek cooking for centuries has 
been influenced by Turkish ¢ook- 
ing; and the Greek pileffs (savoury 
rice) are still very similar to 
those of Turkey. ~ 


Rice dishes are very popular, 
and many kinds of pilaf—fs are 
_eaten, One of the favourite pilafts 
“is made by frying a cup of rice 
in a little butter or oil for eight 
“minutes, Strong stock, salt, pep- 
‘per, and chopped tomatoes are 
‘then gradually added fo the rice, 
afd it is sitnmered for about 25 
minufes. When properly cooked, 
‘the rice should be just moist, and 
‘each grain should be detached. 
Oftén sma@lI pieces of mutton,

Because of the atmos- 
phere of calm and unob- 
trusive efficiency, it was 
one of the quietest nights 
1 have ‘had since the’ in- 
tensive bombing of Lon- 


don began. 
Not so’ for the hospital staff, 
however. I slept soundly through

wards that incendiary bombs had 
been dropped “all over the place.” 

Doctors, nurses and the rest of 
the staff had been working for 
three hours treating casualties be- 
fore the incendiary bombs began to 
fall. These were dealt with so 
efficiently that neither I nor the 
patients knew anything 
them. 

The engineer ard a staff of por- 
ters went round putting them out.

Reminiscences Of 
Early Games 


WITH THE CENTENARY of the Colony now 


holding public interest, the appended article on the 
history of hockey in Hong Kong, written by Mr. E. 
W. Hamilton, then President of the Association, in 
the handbook of 1934/35, will not come amiss. . 

It is likely that many will remember the article 
but for the benefit of those who have not seen it, it, 
is well worth reproduction. 


The history of Hockey in this 
Colony has yet to be written in 
detail and the few notes that fol- 
low are only intended to give a 
general survey of the past so far 
as enquiries from others and my 
own recollections go, There will. 
no doubt, be many inaccuracies or 
gaps, and it is much to be hoved 
that some enterprising compiler 
will be encouraged to take up the 
question seriously and produce us 
a real history of Hockey in Honus 
Kong. 


It has proved impossible to fix 
the date of the first hockey game 
played here with any accuracy, 
but I doubt if it took place be- 
fore the beginning of the present 
century. The first firm ground is 
gained in the following note, for 
which I have to thank Mr. L. N, 
Murphy: —— 

“There was plenty of hockey in 
Hong Kong from 1902-1907) al 
though we tad no cups or Leagues 
or Unipires’ Associations There 
were no Chinese or Portuguese 
teams but there was no shortaye 
of mnatehes as there was a large 
flect here in those coy live: batt- 
tleships and five First Class Cruis 
ers, not to raention all the smatl- 
er ships ~and the Army, 


The Club ground was at right, 


angles to the present Ruggei 
Ground and wasn't: too bad in 
spite of a couple of foot-paths 
across it, and bits of grass and 
the like. We also used to play on 
the Army ground at Kowloon, 
ie, the Barrack Square on Na- 
than Road which now appears to 
be covered with stables, There 
wasn’t much grass on the Happy 
Valley ground and none at all at 
Kowloon, which, though ft was 
hard on one’s knees if one came 
down, made it a very fast game 
indeed. 

The best match of the year was, 
I thihk, when we used to go up 
to Shameen, who used to put up 
a good team and the best of good 
cheer. The Club had a very good 
team -most of the time—the out- 
standing players being R.F.C. 
Master, H. G. Bailey, A. B. Ogle 
(R.E.), Joey Hooper, T, M. Knott, 
L.G. Bird and L, N. Murphy 
(Captain). 

Of the Naval teams I remem- 
ber those of the “Ocean,” “Blen- 
heim,” “Albion” and “Crecy” the 
‘best; while the Gunners were al- 
ways good, and the 10th Bombay 
Infantry (later known as the 
110th Mahratta Light Infantry, 
and now I know not what) were 
very good,-as were the 93rd Bur~ 
mas who, I believe, won the In- 
dian Army Championship shortly 
after leaving Hong Kong.”

JUDGMENT WAS GIVEN IN FAVOUR OF THE COWIMISSIONER 
OF POLICE THIS MORNING, IN THE ACTION REGARDED AS THE 
EVACUATION TEST CASE, TAKEN BY MRS. D. G. BLAIR, CLAIM- 
ING AN INJUNCTION TO RESTRAIN THE POLICE FROM COMPEL- 
LING HER DEPARTURE FROM THE COLONY UNDER THE DEFENCE 


REGULATIONS. 


The interim injunction granted by the 
Chief Justice in December is discharged. An 
order for costs was made, but Sir Atholl Mac-

The Plaintiff, a British woman’

trial of the action. There are 
therefore no pleadings, but the 
parties have agreed that for our 
present purposes the defence be 
regarded as a general traverse 
and the plaintiff be put to the 
proof. of all material allegations.

I LANDED AT HOLYHEAD after the strange 
experience of a week in neutral Eire. As the mail- 
boat corkscrewed her way through the turbulent 
Irish Sea, leaving memories of the blazing lights of 


Dublin, I had the most 
the trip. 


encouraging experience of 


Those casual young men in sporting tweeds and 
grey flannels, who came aboard at Kingstown, be- 
ean to adopt a military bearing. Here and there 
one produced a British Army greatcoat or a steel 


Mr. de Valera is resol- 
utely determined to ntain- 
tain Eire’s neutrality. Yet 
there is a constant stream 
of young—yes, and nid- 
dle-aged—men as recruits 
to his Majesty’s forces. 


I met a prosperous young far- 
mer in a Dublin hotel. One night 
he mysteriously disapeared and 
returned a few days later to tell 
me confidentially that he had betn 
to Belfast and was now a private 
soldier in a well-known regi- 
ment. He is typical of many. 

But there are German and 
Italian Legations in Eire; Dublin 
has no black-out worth mention- 
ing, and her lights send out a 
thousand beacons; U-boats have 
been intensely active off the 1,300 
miles of coast. 

Occasionally unidentified ’pkanes 
fly over Dublin at a grea! height in 
the nights. They are believed to 
be German, though I[ heard no 
challenging gun-fire. 


Constant Vigilance 


Doubtless the vigilance of the 
nuthorities to prevent subversive 
activity is constant. During my 
suiy an employee in a lightship off 
he eastern coast was sent to pri- 
son for possessing wireléss trans- 
mitters and arms. 

Five hundred members of the 
1. R. A. are interned and 100 others 
have been sent to prison for pos- 
s€ssing arms. Those stil] at liberty 
ure believed to be numerically in- 
significant, but from time to time 
the newspapers. publish news of 
further arrests and sentences. 

Dublin is profoundly shocked by 
the savage bombing of London and 
sympathe'ic to the Irish born re- 
fugees who pour off the boats from 
England. 

But on the whole the people of 
Eire stem infinitely remote from 
the war, obstinately and innocen ly 
dreaming of neutrality, resolved to 
cling as long as possible to the 
comforts of peace. There is no 
rationing, butter, eggs and al) 
kinds of food being available in 
superfluity.

_ The broadcast speech of 
Joseph P. Kennedy like 
his resignation from the 
appointment: of United 
States. Ambassador to the 
Court of St. James’s raises 
two questions of great in- 
terest. One is whether he 
intends. to help or hinder 
“the effort to send increas- 
-ed aid to Britain. For 
many months there have 
been indications that the 


Ambassador was out of 
sympathy with much of 


President Roosevelt’s pol-, 


icy of helping Britain. 


Since returning to the 
United ‘States in October, 
he has: been quoted in 
statements about Britain 
which left little likelihood 
that he would. be going 
back to London. There 
undoubtedly the appoint- 
ment of an’envoy whose 
background and opinions 
were more like the Pre- 
sident’s would be wel- 
come. From the Engtish 
side, either Joon G. Win- 
ant’ or William C. Bullitt, 
the two most prominently: 
mentioned as successors, 
would promote better re- 
lations and to that extent 
facilitate the aid-to-Brit- 
ain programme. 


Mr. Kennedy’s | state- 
ment that he resigned: to 
“help the President to 
keep the United States 
out of war” carried the 
‘implication..that. he could 
help more if'not acting as 
the: President's represen- 
tative in Londen. Does 
that mean that he expects, 
to oppose the President’s 
developing policy of aid to 
Britain? His: speech on 
Saturday revealed some

By the Treaty of | Versailles 
Germany was denied the righ: to 
build large ships except to re- 
place a few old-class battleships 
which she had been allowed tu 
keep to protect her shores in the 
Ba'tic. It was ‘useless to try to 
build battleships on the sly, for 
this could not be dane without 
attracting attention. and probably 
incurring strong action on the 
part of England and France. So 
she built a few submarines, which 
she was allowed to do, and also 
the so called, “pocket battleships” 
“Graf Spee” “Deutschland” and 
“Admiral Scheer:” ships which 
could only have a very limited and 
special use, and which were quite 
useless for serious sea warfare. 
In fact the German Admiralty 
made the same mistake as that of 
which Italy has been geuilty, 
namely, building special vessels 
which it was hoped might sneak 
about and sink larger warships, 
or prey on. sea. commerce instead 
of; building ships which  coutd 
openly face the fleet of its oppon- 
nent, 


There was at this time a world-

Some Greek Dishes 
You Can Try

what the Greeks eat in thelr land, 
which was ancient before British 
roast beef and Irish stew were 
even thought of. 


The food eaten in Greece is 
- partly governed by reHgion, as 
the number of days on which no 
meat, eggs, and milk are eaten 
total 200 per annum. In some 
‘districts the peasants eat meat 
only once or twice a week; iD 
others, only a few times a year, 
On feast days it is the custom to 
roast a whole lamb on the spit. 


Of the meat eaten, mutton and 
veal have precedence, then comes 
chicken, Pork is eaten only dur- 
ing the winter months. Beef is 
hardly ever eaten by the Grecks, 
as they do not dream of killing 
an animal as usefil as the ox. 
Oxen are killed only when they 
are too old for agricultural pur- 
poses, and by that time they are 
very lean and tough. 


Pilaffs 


Greek cooking for centuries has 
been influenced by Turkish cools- 
ing, and the Greek pilnffs (savoury 
rice) are still very similar to 
those of Turkey. 


Rice dishes are very popular, 
and many kinds of pilaffs are 
eaten, One of the favourite pilaffs 
is made by frying a cup of rice 

, in a little butter or oil for eight 
minutes. Strong: stock, salt, pep- 
* per, and_ chopped tomatoes are 
‘ then gradually added to the rice, 
‘and it is simmered for about 25 
minutes. When properly cooked, 
the rice should be just moist, and 
‘ ¢ach grain should be detached. 
Often small pieces of mutton, 
' previously browned, are mixed 
fn With the Yfice 15 minutes before 
serving. | 


‘Ghiofaria Plaki 


The great national fish dish of, 


» Greece is ghofaria plaki, or baiced 
fish, Mostly, bream or mullet is 
- used for this dish. The filleted

with a little oil and water, two 
cloves of garlic, salt and pepper.

Another favourite dish, un- 
doubtedly of Turkish — origin, fs 
arnj souvla, or méat on skewers. 
Small cubes of lamb or muttoh, 
seasoned with salt, pepper, and 
bay leaves, are threaded on ske- 
wers and grilled till well brown- 
ed on an open fire. 

A national dish of Arcadia 1s 
k¢bato, which consists of smal] 
pieces of liver grilled on a ske- 
wer of thyme wood. 

Invariably salad is eaten with 
these grilled meats. It is made 
of shredded raw cabbage, beet- 
root, haricot beans, blacle olives, 
und capers. A dressing made of 
‘our tablespoons of vinegar, three 
of oil, a little salt, pepper, and 
mustard is poured over the salad. 


Yatoarti 


Butter is seldom used, being 
replaced by olive — oil, which is 
cheap and plentiful. Mille pro- 
ducts, except cheese, are eaten 


only by the wealthier class Goat's 
linilk és most often consumed, 
either fresh or curdied (yahourti). 
The peasants.eat fresh and dried 
vepelables made into a thick soup; 
cheese--mostly home-made — cot- 
tage ché@sc¢; and the ro¢s of salted 
fish, especially from herrings and 
sardines. When available, they 
eat fresh fish. 

Breakfast consists of coffee and 
a crescent roll, lite the rench 
petit dejeuner, and the solid 
meals are eaten at midday .and 
in the evening. 

The Greek people are very fond 
uf sweets, pastries, and cakes, 
One of their favourite sweets fs 
baclava—a paste made of alinonds, 
honey, and spices. 

Coffee is the national beverage, 
atd is served in tiny cups. 
glass of water is always served 
with the cup of¢coffee. 


Avgholemono 


A typical Greek soup is avgho- 
lemone, or kien soup. Mt 
consists of a goed chicken or beef 
stock, thickened with a little rice, 
which is cooked in the soup. 
Just before serving, the yoles of 
two eves, diluted with a little of 
the warm stuck and the juice of 
one and a half lemons, are stirred 
into the soup. Croutons are served 
with the soup.

Because of the atmos- 
phere of calm and unob- 
trusive efficiency, it was 
one of the quietest nights 
I have had since the in- 
tensive bombing of Lon- 
don began. 


Not so for the hospital — staff, 
however. I slept soundly through

‘fof the medical staff told me after- 


wards that incendiary bombs had 
been dropped “all over the place.” 

Doctors, nurses and the rest of 
the staff had been working for 
three hours treating casualties be- 
fore the incendiary bombs began to 
fall. These were dealt with so 
efficiently that neither I nor the 
patients knew anything about 
them. 

The engineer and a staff of por- 
ters went round putting them out. 
One which fell through the roof 
of a disused ward onthe first 
floor was extinguished by two of 
the sisters with sand.

Heroism of a jitnior nurse, Miss 
Violet Eleanor Reid. during an 
enemy air raid has earned her 
the George Medal. 


She ts one of fifteen civil de- 
sence workers similarly honoured. 
They include two firemen, ten 
policemen—nine of them in the 
Metropolitan Police — and two 
railwaymen. 


Miss Reid is employed at an 
asylum. During the raid five 
explosive bombs were dropped in 
the grounds. 


One bomb hit the edze of the 
root of the kitchen of the female 
block in which eighty-two men- 
tal patients were housed. The ex- 
plosion caused six casuatties, 


In spite of wounds, Joss of 
blood and deafness caused by the 
explosion, Nurse Reid a tended 
the patients and an injured col- 
league. 


She carried her colleague up- 
stairs and attended her until a 
doctor arrived. She then re- 
turned and looked after the pa- 
tents. 


Saved ‘‘Suicide Men”

This may not seem important 
but as the downswing appro- 
ximates the path of the back- 
swing it can be important at 
impact. For the swing which 
comes onto the ball from out- 
side the line of Might can 
cause a considerable slice.

WITH THE CENTENARY of the Colony now 


holding public interest, th 


e appended article on the 


history of hockey in Hong Kong, written by Mr. E. 
W. Hamilton, then President of the Association, in 


the handbook of 1934/35, 
It is likely that many 


will not come amiss. 
will remember the article 


but for the benefit of those who have not seen it, it 
is well worth reproduction. 


The history of Hockey in’ this 
Colony has yet to be written in 
detail and the few notes that fol- 
low are only intended to give a 
general survey of the past so far 
as enquiries from others and mv 
own recollections go. There will. 
no doubt, be many inaccuracies or 
gaps, and it is much to be hoved 
that some enterprising compiler 
will be encouraged to take up the 
question seriously and produce us 
a real history of Hockey in Hong 
Kong. 

It has proved impossible to fx 
the date of the first hockey game 
played here with any accuracy, 
but I doubt if it took place be- 
fore the beginning of the present 
century. The first firm ground is 
gained in the following note, for 
which I have to thank Mr. L. N. 
Murphy: — 


“There was plenty of hockey in) 


Hong Kong from 1902-1907) al- 


though we had no cups of Leagues | 


or Umpires’ Associations, ‘There 

were no Chinese or 
teams but there was no shortage 
of inatches as there was 
fleet here in those days five bat- 
tleships and five Pirst Class Crus 
ers, pot to mention nl) the sean 
Ver ships--and the Ariay. 


Early Grounds 


The Clab ground was at right 
angles to the present Rugges 
Ground und wasn't too bad in 
spite of a couple of foot-paths 
across it, and bits of grass and 
the like. We also used to play on 
the Army ground at 
i.e., the Barrack Square on Na- 
than Road which now appears to 
be covered with stables. There 
wasn't much grass on the Happy 
Valley ground and none at all at 
Kowloon, which, though it was 
hard on one’s knees if one came 
down, made-it a very fast game 
indeed. 

The-best match of the year was, 
I think, when we used to go up 
to Shameen, who used to put up 
a, good team and the best of good 
cheer. The Club had a very good 
team most of the time—the out- 
standing players being R.F.C. 
. Master, H. G. Bailey,.A. B. Ogle 
‘(R.E.), Joey Hooper, T. M. Knott, 
L. G. Bird and L. N. Murphy 
(Captain). 

‘Of the Naval teams I remem- 
ber those of the “Ocean,” “Blen- 
heim,” “Albion” and “Crecy”’ the 
best: while the Gunners were al- 
ways good, and the 10th Bombay 
Infantry (later known as_ the 
110th Mahratta Light Infantry, 
and now I know not what) were 
very good, as were the 93rd Bur- 
mas who, I believe, won the In- 
-dian Army Championship shortly 

. after leaving Hong Kong.” 


Going Strong In 1908

Mr. Almada has referred me 
to the well known passage in 
Blackstone's commentaries which 
is found at page 1230 of Volume 
I of Kerr's edition of 1857: 

“A natural and regular 
sequence of this personal liberty 
is that every) Englishman may 
claim a right to abide in his own 
country so long as he pleuses, and 
not to be driver from it except 
by the sentence of the law. The 
sovereign ino deed, by his Royal 
progative, may issue out his writ 
Ne exeat regno, and prohibit any 
of his subjects from going into 
forelgn parts without licence, 
This may be necessary for the 
pubhe service and safeguard of 
the Commonwealth, But no pow- 
er on earth, except the authority 
of Parliament, can send any sub- 
Jeet of England out ef the lamd 
against his will no, not even a 
criminal, for exile and transporta- 
tion ure punishments unknown to 
the Common Law, To this pur- 
pose the Great Charter declares 
that no freemin shalt be banished 
unless by the judgment of his 
peers ov by the haw of the land, 


Law And Subject 


The law is in this respect so 
benignly and liberally construed 
for the benefit of the subject thar, 
though within the realm the 
Sovereign may cemmand the at- 
tendance and service of all his 
licgemen yet he cannot send any 
man out of the realm, even upon 
the public service; excepting sol- 
diers. and sailors the nature of 
whose employment necessarily 
implies en exception, He cannot 
even constitute a man Lord De- 
buty or Heutenant of Ireland 
cgainst his will, nor make him a 
foreign Ambassador, for this 
might in reality be na mare than 
an honourable exile.” 

The authority relied on for that 
statement of the law is part II of 
Sir Edward Coke's Institutes of 
the Laws of Englund where at 
page ‘7 the early authorities are 
collected.

Eroper Construction 


As to what is the proper con- 
struction to be placed on such le- 
gislative enactments as the Emer- 
gence Powers (Defence Act) 1939 
and the Defence Regulations the 
position is I think clear, In re- 
Boaler 1915 1 K.B, 21, Scutton J.

Two reported cases are to me 
of particular interest in consider-

ness, They are Rex v Denison ex 
parte Nagale (1916), 85 L.JK.D, 
1744, and Ronnfeldt v Phillips and 
others (1918) 35 T.L.R. 46, 

In neither of these cases was 
the validity of the regulation un- 
der which action purported to be 
taken challenged. In the carlier 
case it was held that in the ab- 
sence of evidence that the mili- 
tary authority did not honestly 
suspect the person to whom the 
order was directed the court could 
not interfere to protect such per- 
son, and it could not enquire whe- 
ther the ground on which the mi- 
litary authorities suspected such 
person were reasonable, 

In the latter cose Bankes LJ. 
sid no doubt the appeliant felt 
very acute y the position in which 
he had been placed by the order. 
‘Ip was not difficult to wax  elo- 
‘quent about the hardships suffer- 
ed by a man who had been pre-~ 
vented for all this time from en- 
tering the locality where his busi- 
ness was, but these were not or- 
dinary times. In a time af grave 
national peril it was necessary that 
the competent military authorities 
should be clothed with wide pow" 
ers to act. Honest mistakes might 
easily be made and If they were 
honestly made the consequences 
must be borne as one of the con- 
sequences of a lamentable war, 
and Scrutton L.J. characteristical- 
ly said the courts were always 
anxious to protect the liberty of 
the subject. They did so both tn 
the interest of the subject and in 
the in'grest of the State. In time 
of war there must be some modi- 
fications in the interest of the 
State. Jt had been said that a 
war could not be conduc‘ed on the 
principles of the Sermon on the 
Mount. It might“also be said 
that a war could not be carried on 
according to the principles of the 
Magna Carta, 


Wide Powers 


Very wide powers had been giv- 
en to the Executive to act on sus~ 
picion in matters affecting the in- 
terests of the State. The respon- 
sibility for giving these powers 
rested not with the judges but 
with the representatives of the

Zamora Case 


This view seems:to agree with - 
the passage from Lord Parker's 
judgmentin The Zamora--(1916) 2- 
A.C. 77 at page 107): “Those who 
are responsible for the national 
security must be the sola judges 
of what the national security re- 
quires,” As applied to the pre- 
sent case these words construed , 
strictly seem to mean that if the 
King in Council is entrusted with 
the duly of making regulations for 
the national security, the Judges 
cannot enter into the ques‘ien 
whether the regulation issued Lov 
that purpose have or have not 
any tendency to promote the pubs 
lic sufety ound defence of tha 
rcalni. I think, however, that is 
stating the powers granted to the 
King in Council rather more wide- 
ly than the statute justivcs. 


I do not think that a regulation is 
valid merely because it is issued 
by ‘ne King in Council as one of . 
the ‘egulations under the De- 
fence of the Realm Act, 1914. But 
I doubt whether the further limi-- 
tution is quite correc‘ly stated in 
(he ‘orm in which it was put in 
arguinent, In my judgment a re- 
gulation which, upon the face of 
it, could not possibly aid in se-~ 
curing the public safety or the dr-- 
fence of the realm would be out- 
side the legislative territory as- 
signed by the Act to the King: in 
Council. Lord Atkinson in Rex 
v. flaliiday suggests, without de- 
ciding, some such Hmitation. He 
says at page 272 “Two: copditions 
are, however, imposed. First re- 
gulations can only be issued dur- + 
ing the war, and se€cond, what- 
ever they purport to do must. be 
done for the purpose of securing 
the public safety and the defence 
of the realm. It by no means fol-_ 
lows, however, that if on the face 
of a regulation it enjoined or re- 
quired something to be done 
which could not in any reasonable 
way aid in securing the-public safe- 
and the defence.of the realm: it ., 
would not be ultra vires and void. 
It is not necessary to decide this *: 
precise point on the present -oc- 
casion.” ' 


Limitation Of Pawers

A total of at least 17 enemy 
aircraft were destroyed over 
Malta on Sunday, It was Official - 
ly announced tast night. 

This makes the~total enemy 
losses in three days thirty-seven 
destroyed for certain, five pro- 
bably destroyed and nine dam- 
aged. 

The firmness of the people of 
Malta in the face of the repeated 
heavy attacks is illustrated in a 
telegram sent by the Governor to 
the Colonial Secretary, Lord 
Lloyd. 

It reads’ “Malta has taken 
very heavy toll of the enemy in 
recent attacks.

~ The broadcast speech of 
_Joseph P. Kennedy like 
his resignation from the 
appointment of United 
States Ambassador to the 
Court of St. James's raises 
two questions of great in- 
terest. One is whether he 
« intends to help or hinder 
the effort to send increas- 
ed aid to Britain. For 
many months there have 
been indications that the 
Ambassador was out of 
sympathy with much of 
President Roosevelt's pol- 
icy of helping Britain. 


Since returning to the 
United States in October, 
she has been quoted in 
statements about Britain 
which left little likelihood 
that he would be going 
back to London. There 
“undoubtedly the appoint- 

- ment of an envoy whose 
background and opinions 
were more like the Pre- 
sident’s would be wel- 

. come. From the English 

_ side, either John G. Win- 
,ant or William C. Bullitt, 
the two most prominently 

. mentioned as_ successors, 
would promote better re- 

lations and to that extent 
facilitate the aid-to-Brit- 
ain programme. 


. Mr. Kennedy's _ state- 
/ ment that he resigned to 
“help the President to 
keep the United States 
. out of war” carried the 
~implication that he could 
‘help more if not acting as 
.the President’s represen- 
tative. in London. Does 
that mean that he expects, 
‘to oppose the President’s 
_ developing policy ot aid to 
Britain? His speech on 
Saturday revealed some 
‘modification of his ori- 
‘ginat stand, perhaps the 
result of the influence of 
close contact with the 
great weight of American 
‘opinion. But he is still in 
that curious half-way 
house which is reluctant 
to send material overseas 
jf it is, possibly, too late!

Mr. Roosevelt later left the 
White House and drove up the 
broad be-flagged Pennsylvania 
Avenue to the Capito] amid cheer- 
ing throngs. 

The varous ceremonies had 
all the colour of past inaugtra-

Crowded City 


Washington was so crowded 
that some visitors who came by 
car brought trailers in which to 
live and the railway companies 
temporarily housed their passeng- 
ers in “Pullman Cities" in the 
railway yards.

Some Greek Dishes 
You Can Try 


Napvleon said, “An army mar- 
ches on jts stomach.’ Let us see 
what the Greeks cat in their land. 
which was ancient before British 
roast beef and Irish stew were 
even thought of. 


The food eaten in Greece is 
partly governed by religion, as 
the number of days on which no 
meat, eggs, and) milk are caten 
total 200 per annuin. In some 
districts the peusants eat meat 
only once or twice a week; in 
others, only a few times a year. 
On feast days It is the custom to 
roast a whole lamb on the spit, 


Of the meat eaten, mutton and 
veal have precedence, then comes 
chicken, Pork is eaten only dur- 
ing the winter months. Beef is 
hardly ever eaten by the Greeks, 


as they do not dream of killing 
an animal as useful as the ox. 
Oxen are killed only when they 
are too old for agricultural pur- 
poses, and by that time they are 
very lean and tough, 


Pilaffs 


Greek cooking for centuries has 
been influenced by Turkish cook- 
. ing, and the Greek pilaffs (savoury 
rice) are still very similar to 
.‘those of Turkey. 


Rice dishes are very popular, 
and many kinds of pilaffs are 
* eaten. One of the favourite pilaffs 
- 4s made by frying a cup of rice 
in a little butter or oil for eight 
. minutes, Strong stock, salt, pep- 
. per, and chopped tomatoes are 
}' then gradually added to the rice, 
‘aod it is slmmered for about 25 
:. minutes, When properly cooked, 
*. the rice should be just moist, and 
each grain should be detached.

The “great national fish dish of 
Greece is ghofaria plaki, or baked 
fish. Mostly, bream or mullet is; 
used for this dish. The filleted 
fish is placed in a baking dish 
with a little oit and water, two 
cloves of garlic, salt and pepper. 
Six finely chopped onions are

Arni Souvia And 
Kebato 


Another favourite dish, un- 
doubtedly of Turkish 9 origin, Js 
arni souvla, or meat on skewers. 
Small cubes of lamb or mutton, 
seasoned with salt, pepper, and 
bay leaves, are threaded on ske- 
wers and grilled till well brown- 
ed on an open fire. 

A national dish of Arcadia 15 
kebato, which consists of small 
pieces of liver grilled on a ske- 
wer of thyme wood. 

Invariably salad is eaten with 
these grilled meats. It is made 
of shredded raw cabbage, beet- 
root, haricot beans, black olives, 
und capers. A dressing made of 
four tablespoons of vinegar, threv 
of oil, a little salt, pepper, and 
mustard is poured over the salad. 


Yahourti 


Butter is seldom used, being 
replaced by olive oil, which is 
cheap and plentiful. Milk pro- 
ducts, except cheese, are eaten 


only by the wealthier class. Goat's 
milk is most often consumed, 
either fresh or curdled (yahourti). 
The peasants eat fresh and dried 
vegetables made into a thick soup; 
cheese--mostly home-made = cot- 
lage cheese; and the roes of salted 
fish, especially from herrings and 
sardines, When available, they 
eat fresh fish. 

Breakfast consists of coffee and 


a crescent roll, like the French 
petit dejeuner, and the solid 
meals are eaten at midday and 
in the evening. 

The Greek people ure very fond 
of sweets, pastries, and cukes, 
One of their favourite sweets is 
baclava—a paste made of gylmonds, 
honey, and spices. 

Coffee is the national beverage, 
atid is served in tiny cups. A 
glass of water is always served 
with the cup of coffee, 


Avgholemono 


A typical Greek soup is avghor 
Jlemono, or lemon soup. It 
consists of a gocd chicken or beef 
stock, thickened with a little rice, 
which is cooked in the soup. 
Just before serving, the yolks of 
two eggs, diluted with a little of 
the warin stock and the juice of 
one and a half lemons, are stirred 
into the soup. Crqutons are served 
j with the soun.

NIGHT IN 
A BOMBED 
HOSPITAL 


Caught by the sirens in 
a part of London’ from 
which I could not get 
home, I spent the night 
as a guest in a hospital. 
Because of the atmos- 
phere of calm and unob- 
trusive efficiency, it was 
one of the quietest nights 
I have had since the in- 
tensive bombing of Lon- 


don began. 
Nat so for the hospital -staff, 
however. I slept soundly through 


-|many hours of heavy gunfire. One 
‘lof the medical staff told me after- 


wards that incendiary bombs had 


.|been dropped “all over the place.” 


Doctors, nurses and the rest of 
the staff had been working for 
three hours treating casualties be- 
fore the incendiary bombs began to 
fall. These were dealt with so 
efficiently that neither I nor the 
patients knew anything about 
them. 

The engineer and a staff of por- 
ters went round putting them out. 
One which fell through the roof 
of a disused ward on_ the first 
floor was extinguished by two of 
the sisters with sand.

“Philip certainly saved their 
lives. He wasso quick in getting 
Into the shelter that my older 
boy, Geoffrey, dashing out of 
the house, and not realising the 
children were all safe. went 
Into the fire and found the shel. 
ter empty. 


J have” eight children and [ 
train them all to help me, It was 
while Philip was at the sink wash-~ 
ing up that he heard the screams 
from the shelter. 


“He didn’t wait to call any- 
body but rushed out and rescued 
them alt on his own, But he 
says little about it. . 


In a letter he has written me 
from the hospital, his one thought 
is for the twins.” 

he hospital stated that Philip 
is much better and that David 
is improving.

|HEROISM — 
IBY NURSE 


Heroism of a junior nurse, Miss 
Violet Eleanor Reid. during an 
enemy air raid has earned her 
the George Medal. 

She is one of fifteen civil de- 
fence workers similarly honoured. 
They. include. two firemen, ten 
policemen—nine of them in -the 
Metropolitan Police — and two 
railwaymen. °- : 

Miss Refd is employed at an 
asylum. During the raid five 
explosive bombs were dropped in 
the grounds. 

One bomb hit the edze of the 
roof of the kitchen of the female 
block in which eighty-two mcn- 
tal patients were housed. The ex- 
plosion caused six casualties. 

In spite of wounds, loss of 
blood and deafness caused by the 
explosion, Nurse Reid a tended 
the patients and an injured col- 
league. 

She carried her colleague up- 
stairs and attended. her unt! a 
doctor arrived, She then re- 
turned and looked after the pa- 
ents. 


Saved ‘‘Suicide Men’”’ 


By her cool and cheerful con- 
duct she prevented the confusion 
among the mental patients from 
developing into what might have 
become a panic, 

Joseph James Harper, fire bri- 
#ade sta ion officer, rescued two 
members o,f a@ bomb disposal sec~ 
tion who were trapped in a croter 
while attempting to dig out an 
unexploded bomb. 

The two men had been lowered 
into the crater and were over- 
come by gas in the cavity below. 

Superin endent Thomas LDruce. 
of the Fire Brigade, d'splayed 
exceptional courage when ap 
enemy bombing aeroplane crashed 
destroying shop and = dwelling 
houses. 


Rescued Amid Flames 

Three persons were trapped in a 
wrecked surface shelter which 
caught fire.

“Considerable Activity At Beginning Of The Century 


* Reminiscences Of 
Early Games 


WITH THE CENTENARY of the Colony now 

holding public interest, the appended article on the 

‘ history of hockey in Hong Kong, written by Mr. E. 

W. Hamilton, then President of the Association, in 
the handbook of 1934/35, will not come amiss. 


It is likely that many will remember the article 
but for the benefit of those who have not seen it, it 
is well worth reproductinn. 


The history of Hockey in this’ 


Colony has yet to be written in 


detail and the few notes that fol-'a Services’ 


Jow are only intended to Rive a 
general survey of the past so far 
as enquiries from others and my 
own recollections go, There will. 
no doubt, be many inaccuracies of 

~ gaps, and it is much to be hoved 
that some enterprising compiler 
will be encouraged to talkte up the 
question seriously and produce us 
a real history of Hockey in Honus 
Kong. 


It has proved impossible to fix 
. the. date of the first hockey game 
splayed Here with any accuracy, 
but I doubt if it took place be~ 
fore the beginning of the present 
century. The first firm ground is 
gained in the following note. for 
which I have to thank Mr. L. N. 
Murphy:— 

-“There was plenty of hockey in 
Hong Kong from 1902-1907 al- 
though we had no cups or Leagues 
or Umpires’ Associations. There 

_ were no Chinese or Portuguese 
teams but there was no shortage 
of matches as there was a large 
fleet here in those days—five bat- 
tleships and five First Class Cruis- 
ers, not to mention all the small- 
er ‘ships—and the Army. 


Early Grounds 


The Club ground: was at right

I feel pretty sure that the first 
step ain the revival of Hockey 
was taken in 1915. In those dark 
days of War, the ordinary Civi- 
lian’s life was bound up with the 
Honz Kong Volunteers and his 
sporting activities to some extent 
were diverted into Service lines. 
My hazy recollection is that there 
was a thing called the Military 
Hockey League. This, as I have 
noticed, suggests that Hockey had 
been fairly continuous in the 
Army, but I can obtain no data 
on this. Suffice it to say that the 
League was revived (if it was not 
continued) and the Volunteers 
entered two teams, one from the 
Scouts’ Company and one from 
the Rest of the Volunteers. The 
Scouts’ Company took themselves 
rather seriously. I am, after all 
these years, a little doubtful of 
our Military ability, but we could 
beat the Rest of the Colony at 
Rugby, give them a jolly good 
game at cricket—even if we did 
start at 3 p.m. on Christmas Day 
—and we duly won the Hockey 
League in 1915-16 with a record 
of twelve games played and won. 
The side, though I say it who 
perhaps should not, was little 
short of County form. The late 
Arthur Dyer’ Ball, Skipper of 
led us. He would have 
been an International outside-left 
had his day not coincided with 
that of A. F. Leighton of Cam- 
bridge. Brayshay, of the Uni- 
versity, was a County player at 
home while R. O. Huchison and 
Bobby Brand were fine forwards. 
Alas! all four have now passed 
over. Beyond these, we had a 
heavy back division. We played 
no goal but one back kicked. 
F. S. W. Evans (of Caldbecks), 
C. Bulmer Johnson and myself 
averaged fourteen stone and I 
fear that we may have used it 
more than we should have been 
allowed to do now. F. Redmond 
(University) Brayshaw ard Eric 
Mitchell were the halves. I think 
E. L. Sim was centre-forward and 
F. R. Smyth inside-right. The

Pleasant Memories 


I have written at some length
